Gowjhen, who was re-elected yesterday, is 
now the Srst lord of the admiralty. Sir 
Rllis Aahmead liartlett, who was also re- 
elrcN. .1, Is a native of Brooklyn, and for- 
merly civil lord of tbe admiralty in Lord 
Saliabarjr's administration in 1886, and 
agafn from 1886' to 1892.

Bohomo, and Rt, Hon. Mr. Mundella was 
formerly president of the board of trade, 
with a seat in tbe cabinet of the late Lib- 
eral government, who resigned on May 14, 
18^,- as the resalt of beutg anmmoned to 
appear in court for examination as- to the 
affatn of the defanot New Zealand Land 
Company, of wblob he waa.oae of the direo- 
tors, Mr. Mundella stated in oonrt that be 
resigned from the board of directors when 
he was appointed to tbe presidency of the 
board of trade. 

THE ITALIAN KLEET 

arrived at Spilhead on the morninc! of the 
0:li. and later tbe Italian Admiral was re- 
ueived on board H M.S. Victory by the 
Co.iimaiider-in-Chief, the Vioe-Admiral com- 
manding the channel equadron, tbe Admiral 
Superintendent and Vloe-Admiral of tbe 
ohinnel iqaadron, and other ofSoers of the 
lirltish fleet. Commander-in-Chief Sir New- 
el N Salmon and the British flag offleera af- 
terwards returned the visit on board the 
Hagship, A- -dramatio scene occnrred on 
boArd the Victory when the Duke of Genoa 
was shown a brass plate marking the spot 
where Nelson fell at the battle of Trafalgar, 
The Duke of Genoa gazed at it for a moment 
and then stretched out bis band and two 
admirals, Admiral Salmon and the Duke of 
Genoa, shook bands across the plate|withoub 
■peaking, surrounded by tho ofBoers of 
both fleets. The Italian officers and 
men are being very warmly received 
and are being feted, dined and lunched sev- 
eral times every day. This reception is in- 
tended to bo and is interpreted aa an offset 
to the Franoo-Russian demonacration upon 
the occasion of the opening of tho Kaiser 
Wilhelm canal between tho Baltic and the 
North Sctt, The Dnke of Genoa gained the 
goodwill of everybody bjj his cordial greet- 
luf^ii 01 the ' British officers. (Che Buke of 
York und tho First Lord of the Admiralty, 
Right Hon, George J, Gosohen, accompanied 
by all the lords of the admiralty and a num- 
ber of other distinguished ofGcials, went to 
Portsmouth on Wednesday and banqueted 
tho Italians in a marquee erected on the 
grounds of tbe Boyal Naval college. Tbe 
Italians have since been conducted over the 
araepal, etc, and tbe Dake of Genoa and 
other ofiBoers visited Windsor Castle to-day, 
where they were received by the Queen, 
Tbe newspapers are naturally printing arti- 
oles daily on " Oar Allies, the Itolians," 
and are making the usual complimentary 
reference to them. The effect of

is strikingly seen in Hyde Park. In its 
faBhlonable promenades, few men of dis- 
tinction are to be seen gathering, the habitues 
being almost entirely women. The leaders 
of the different political parties are already 
in tho thick of the tight, and are addrnsning 
meetings nightly. As an instance of thn 
activity of tho loaders of tho fray, it may hi 
mentioned that Sir William Veruon Har- 
court, who was Chancellor of -tbe Ex- 
chequer in the Rosebery oabinet, is booked 
to address three different meetinj;s in Derby- 
shire on Monday. 

The most sensational feature of the cam- 
paign is the charge which Mr. 1. M. Hoaly 
made against the Irish parliamentary party 
at the Nationalist convention at Omagh, 
county Tyrone, on Monday last. A con- 
vention had been called to choose candi- 
dates for tho election in Tyrone, and Mr. 
Hoaly, amid great excitement, aoouaod Mr. 
John Dillon of soiling Tyrone to the I'^og- 
Uah. Aa previoualy cablati tc tho Associ- 
ated Press, Mr, Healy rend a letter from 
Hon. lCdwu.nl Hliiko to Privy Counolilor 
Diokaon, informing him that tho Nationalist 
federation would be unable in future to aub- 
sldlzo North and South Tyrone, or North 
and South Londonderry, whioH ho .iskod 
should bu subBidi/.iid forthwith iti tho aum 
of £200 yearly by tho L boralu. The then 
government whip, Mr. Thomaa E. Ellis, 
consented, uuderetanding that the seats 
should be considered Liberal, and not Home 
Rule. Naturally, the reading of this letter 
spread consternation among the dologatoe, 
who shouted " Sold ! sold ! " When Mr. 
Dillon finally succeeded in making himself 
heard he said : " What you state la an

Yon read private letters 
In public " This caused farther uproar, 
and finally non-sectarian candidates were 
adopted by the convention. The affair has 
nob only caused a commotion and consider- 
able irritation in the ranks of the Mo- 
Carthyltes, but has spread consternation 
among tho Liberals as the Conservatives 
immediately seized upon tho inoidont and 
are making use of ib during tho present 
campaign for all it is worth. Tho Nation- 
alist loaders instantly grasped the danger of 
tho affair, and Messrs. McCarthy and Blake 
both telegraphed denials of the charges. 
Mr. McCarthy, who promises to make 
a full statement on the subject, 
strongly condemned the making of 
what he classed as baseless obarges 
at euoh a crisis, and Mr. Blake, 
while presiding at the Nationalist conven- 
tion at Cork, dealt with the matter at 
length, declaring that the allegation had not 
a partiole of foundation in truth. Bub, ho 
added in explanation, Mr. Ellis, tho Liberal 
whip, was opplied to to bear tho expense of 
registration work for the four seats repre 
senting North and South Tyrone and North 
and South Londonderry, whioh amounts to 
£200 oaoh annually. The money, however, 
it was further oxplfnlstd, will nob pass 
through the bands ot the Natlonallata. Mr, 
Ellis gave much the same version of tbe 



afiair, but, of course, the Conservsltive news- 
papers declared that these are very lame 
explanations. 

The Times remarks : " Ib does not matter 
whether tbe money promised was nominally 
to go for registration purposes or otherwise. 
In any case Ib relieved the impoverished 
treasury of tbe federation, and permitted 
bard caah bo be diverted to another destin- 
ation. The bargain was simple ; the Radi- 
cal whips found the money, and the mem- 
bers of the Nationalisti parly, nnder orders 
from tbe Parnellite wirepullers, were

The end of the incident is nob yet, and the 
Liberals rightly regard the matter seriously 
when, as Mr. KIlis declares, the Tories are 
circulating leaflets through the country, in 
whioh they hint that tho payment for the 
Irish seats was nob in money taken from tbe 
party fund, but drawn from the National 
exchequer in order to enable lazy Irishmen 
to live in luxury. According to the Times, 
it is stated that four Bo.nan Catholic crch- 
biehopB were appealed to by the MoCarthy- 
ites to hold a conference nnd nob as arbitrators 
for tho disputes among Irishmen, and'Aroh- 
biahop Croko, of Casbel, replied that ib was 
inoonvenienb for him to sot. In addition. 
Archbishop Walsh, of Dublin, is said to have 
empbatioaily refused tc sit in such a confer- 
ence, as. he offered several times before to 
mediate and had only been snubbed for hie 
pains. Finally, ib is stated, Archbishop 
Logue, of Armagh, Primate of All Ireland, 
and the Archbishop of Tuam were willing to 
act, but in view of the replies of Archbishops 
Croke and Walah the MoCarthyites aban- 
doned the projeob. 

The Queen is taking a keen interest in tbe 
elections, and will be supplied with all the 
results over a special wire run to Windsor 
Castle from London. 

According to Vonity Fair the Queen has 
expressed a strong opinion regarding the so- 
called " new woman," espGoially as to tho 
style of her dress. It is added, she is also 
strongly opposed to the " advanced novel," 
and remarked recently to ono of her entour- 
age, that ib was a great pity tho public was 
in a mood to buy such books, and if there 
were no purchasing pnbllo pena would oease 
to write such matter. 

Up to the present 54 Conservatives and 
Unionists, and four Llborala and three 
Parnellitea have been elected bo parliament 
without opposition. 

Among tho additional candidates elected 
without opposition ore Right Hon. Sir John 
Lubbock, Liberal U.doDist, representing 
London university ; Right Hon William 
John F. Broderick, Conservative, membsr 
for the Guilford division of Surrt^y, the new 
nnder-aecretary of state for war ; Right 
Hon. Sir Matthew Whi'e Ridley, Conserva- 
tive, representing the Blackpool divistOB of 
Lancashire, new secretary of abate for home 
affairs ; Bight Hon. Sir John Go'rat, Conser- 
vative, member for Gambrtdge uni- 
versity, new vloe-presldent of the 
council ; Right Hon, Lord George Ham- 
ilton, Conservative, who represents bhe 
Eiling division of Middlesex, new secretary 
of state for India ; Mr. Gustav Wilhelm 
Wolf, Conservative, Eiat Belfast; Edward 
J. Harland, Conservative, North Belfast ; 
the Right H-n. Ak«r5 Dangias, C<onserva- 
tlvo, new first commissioner of works, Easb

TROLLEY ACCIDENT. 

Coinsion Near East Toronto Village— A Num- 
ber of PasBengers FrlgbtfoUy Injured. 

Toronto, July 13 —(Special) — News has 
just reached th^c city of a terrible trolley 
accident on tho Scarboro eleotrio road. In 
which several of tho passengers on the ill- 
fated cars were frightfully injured. The 
accident took placn shortly before ! o'clock, 
when a trolley belonging to the Toronto 
railway line and oue of the Scarboro cars 
c«me into oolliBion on tho steep grade near 
EiBt Toronto village. Thn conductor on 
the Toronto oar going up the line, in whioh 
were a large number of children on their 
way to Victoria Park, did not see 
the Soarboro oar approaching. The con- 
ductor on the latter, however, stopped be- 
tore the cars came together, and as a conso- 
queooe saved the lives of the passengers on 
the downward car. The Toronto car came 
roshing along up tbe hill, and when the 
(irash came was completely telescoped. The 
groans and crlrs of tbe obildron were beart- 
rentiiDg, and fully a score were badly injur- 
ed. The city ambulances were hurrioily 
sent for, but before they arrived vehicles 
were secured In tho vioinity to carry the In- 
jurad ones to tho hospital. Four children 
wore BO badly injured that it is feared they 
will die.

Tiie Besolntlons Passed by the Orangemen of 
Wlnnipee-£- F. Clark On the . \'<' 

snhiect. ■ • 

Winnipeg, July 13 —At the Orange de- 
monstration yesterday the following resolu- 
tions were passed : "That the Orangemen 
and Protestants of Manitoba and the North, 
west Territories, now asaembied from al- 
most every township in tbe province on this 
12th day of July, 1895, do most solemnly 
renew our protest against any interferenoe 
with tho rights and liberties of the legisla- 
ture and the people of this province in their 
right to establish a system of public schools 
and to withhold public funds for the propa- 
gation of any ohuroh, creed or . dogma, and 
we consider this Is a fitting opportunity to 
thank tbe premier of this pro- 
vince and bis worthy colleagues for 
the noble and patriotic stand they 
have taken in resisting to the utmoab of 
their power the threatened remedial legis- 
lation and the Invasion of our liberties as a 
free people, and we hereby pledge ourselves 
in the presenm of this vast assemblage thab 
we will, even bo the laorifioe of our Uvea, 
defend our schools and the liberties of our 
children in this grand heritage which Ood 
has given us. 

That our representative in the oabinc^t 
from this province, namely, Hon. X. M. 
Daly, M.F. for Selkirk, be aaked to place 
bis resignation at vu early day in. the. hands 
of His Excellency the Governor-General, 
and that A. W. Roas, M.P. for Liagar, 
Boyd, M.P. for Marquette, and Hon. T. M. 
Daly, M.P. for Selkirk, be asked to explain 
how far they can justify themselves in sup-

Cookburn, to Kootenay to enable him to 
truthfully and iDtoUigontly answer (jueBtions 
put to the agonoy by thoao inquiring about 
the Kootenay country. Mr. Cookburn's 
verbal report ia very satiafaotory. There ia 
presont activity and permanent dovolop- 
monti in the diatriot. Mr. Cookburn apoko 
in glowing tornia of Roaaland. There are 300 
houBoa orooted in tho town and the population 
is between l.SUO and 2,000. Out of this 
population, however, there arc men and 
miners with nothing to do. The population 
is iDoreasint;. Nelson is a quiet, but firmly 
established town. Kaalo is quiot, but self- 
auataintng. Five hundred men are em- 
ployed on the Spokane. Tho Forks has 
been very buay all winter. Sandon la a great 
centre of attraotion, owing to the talk about 
the G.P.R. extending ita lino there to meet 
the Kaalo & Slooan. Throughout the dia- 
triot the mining and buaineaa outlook is 
better than ever before. Mr. Cookburn ad- 
visea that no undue haate be naed by Coast 
merohanta in making baaineas oonneotiona 
at Kootenay. 

A. H. B. Maogowaa baa been appointed 
inapaotor of fruits at this port. 

Three teachers are being advertbed for 
for the Vancouver public soboola. 

Capt. Clive Philllppa-Wolley has returned 
from the Kootenay and speaks enthuaiaa- 
tlcally of the prospects of the diatriot. 

Major Frederick, commander of the 
Northwest diatriot of the Salvation Army, 
is in the oity and will oonduot apeoial aer- 
vices for some days here. 

TVeSTniNSTEU. 

Westminster, July 13. — A stranger from 
Winnipeg has been telling tho farmers about 
Westminster that he la arranging to start a 
dairy farm on the Westminster road, about 
foar miles from the oity. He will com- 
mence, be aaya, with 150 oows, and for the 
preient get most of his feed from Manitoba.

The usual dredging has 
been continuinl in tho inuer harbor and 
vessels having a draught of water of 14 
feet can outer at lowest tides. 

At Nanaiiuii barlicir pile beaeous liiiv 
hvvn erecteil and li^lits are exhibiteil 
thereiin, instead uf en the buoys as 
formerly. Tbe clian^'e is ai)prnve(l by 
mariners. 'I'be DeniiuiDU government 
has ac(iuire(l .b'ssie Island for lif-'lltlaeis,. 
purposes; and a liylit will be ereeted to 
mark the entrance to Dcpartm-e P-ay. 
A fog nlarni was cstaldislied at "lun- 
trance fsland" iu October last; tile l;j,'!it 
at "Gallow's Point" has been Iraiisler- 
red to a beacon on the south of the en- 
trance to the harbor. The depth of w.i- 
ter in Nanaimo Harbor is sufiii ient for 
the largest vessel alloafc; and by extnu- 
sivo additions made this year to lh>^ 
wharves the docking accommodation is 
BUflicicnt for tho present shipping. 

The light at tlie entrance of Bayne'a 
Sound is not satisfactory; it is und<!L-- 
st<.x>d, however, that the Dominion Gov- 
urnmeat lias under consideration other 
aids to navigation wliicli will meet the 
demands of the iuereasiug trade of C(j- 
mox. 

The light and fog alarm recommended 
to be placed off Prospect Bluff, entrance 
of Bnrrard Inlet, is still under consider- 
ation of the Dominion Governmeut. 

Improvements in deepening the ciian- 
nel of Prnser river are being continual. 
Owinp to the unusually high water :n 
ISDl inueb damage was done to prop- 
erty on tbi; blinks of the river; new 
channels were cut by the freshets niid 
old OIK'S were more or less closed up. It 
is hoped that the Dominion Govemmi-nt 
will take such action as may be neces- 
sary to confine the river to its proper 
channel. 

NAVIGATION. 

In addition to the usiml repairs to ex- 
istiiiK aid.s to navigation, pUe beacouH 
liave liceii established, about three miles

The P.inini lias a^'ain nr-ed tlie in.- 
mediate const ruction of a stone heai en, 
with electric liKlit, at Iwdille reef; im 
iron buoy on the west side n\ W est 
rock, off Sidney Spit; and a lighthouse 
on Portlock Toint, Prevost l.sland. The 
lighthouse will be completed on Scptiun- 
ber 30th next, but as no vote has be u 
pa.ssed by Parliament this session it is 
improbable that the beacon and buoy 
here mentioned, and other much need- 
ed works previously recommended, will 
be proceeded with this year. 
OCEAN TRADE AND MAIL SIOUVK K. 

Trade with China and .lapan shows 
satisfactory expansion. Tho tliree steam- 
ships of the ("anadian Pacific SteamslKp 
('ompaiiy find full freights and passen- 
>;er lists, and the regular sailings, one 
slii|i every tbreo weeks, have boon main- 
tained. 

The vessels of the Northern l'iici;ic 
Sleanisliip ( dnipany have also bei'ii 
fully eii;.'aj;e<i. 

'i"he (l-eKon Kailway \- Na vi;.';i I icn 
('oiupaiiy .have inaaixurated a stcain.diii) 
service between tho Orient. I'ufiet Sound 
and Portland, Oregon. These vessels 
call at this port on th(!ir inward and out- 
ward -voyages. 

The Board reeoiiinieiided over a year 
ago that iiniils fin- the Orient be d.s- 
patchcd by the Northern I'acific Steam- 
ship Company's shijw whenever a snv- 
ing of tiino could be effected. The 
rocointiiondation was adopted, but in- 
stead of such mails being dispatcht'd 
from Victoria they are sent to Tacoiiia 

for shipment, and ii isef]uonce there 

is still a loss of at least 21 hours. The 
ISoard reconimeiiils lliis matter to ibe 
attenlidii of (be inconinur ruoiicd.

TUADR WITH .TAT'AN. 
.\ Treaty of ('oinmerce and Navi,"a 
tion bctwiM'ii (li-cat Britain and .laiiaii 
was arranged in ,Inly last, securing to 
ouch of the high contracting partie,j 
"most favorinl nation" privili'ges. Tlie 
treaty does not come into effci'l for Mvn 
years from date of signature: and it 
provides that certain of the British pos 
sessions, including tlu' Dimiiiiion of Can- 
ada, shall not be subject to its stipula- 
tions, unless notice of a desire that (hey 
should be party thereto be given to the 
■Tapanese Government within two years 
from the date of Its ratification. 

In view of the increasing assodations 
of the Province and of the Dominion 
i-eiiorally with .Tapnn, it is desirable that 
the full bearing of the details of the 
treaty be well understood ns regards it.s 
possililc effects upliii this Province. Tlii' 
sulijcct is rci-iiiiimeiidcil to the consi<b'ra- 
tiiiii of tl.c incoming Coniioil. 

IIAILWAYS. 
.Although railway eonstriictimi wi' dji 
the I'rovince has been limited dniiiig 
the past twelve months, that which 1ms 
boon undertaken is of much iinportaiice 
to the mineral development of the Koo- 
tonay District. , 

The completion and operation of the 
Nakusp & Slocan Railroad furnishes an 
outlet for tho silver ores of that mining 
section, and many thousand tons have 
since boon shipped to the T'nitod States 
smelters. This road is now being ex- 
tended SOUK.' miles further, to reach the 
product of a rich group of mines situate 
in the heart of the Slocan ccniiitry. 

The Kaslo & Slocan Uailroad, running 
from Kaslo, on Ko<itenay Lake, u[) (ho 
oasteru slope >of the Slocan range, is nov.' 
nearly completed. This railway w iii 
furnish an easy outlet for many of the 
Slocan mines, from which tbe ore has 
hitherto been teamed. It also reaches 
some of the mines served by the Naktisp 
& Slocan Railroad, giving coinpetitivi' 
transportati<Mi rates. It is oxopected 
that both of tlioso railroads will be fur- 
ther exteiidod to moot growing requir." 
uients. f 

Two railways will shortly be co.i- 
structed to reach the gold mines at 
Trail <.'re<'k; one from a point on liie 
Columbia river, to be built by the Can- 
."idian Pacific Hallway Co.; the othi-r 
from the United States boundary line, 
coiiiiectiiig with the Spokane & Norlli- 
orn Railroad. 

The (3row's Nest branch of tho Cana- 
dian I'acific Railroad and the Brit.ish 
Ccdnmbiii Southern Railroad are not 
yet coinmonml. hut it is understood 
that tlii>y will shortly be proceeded with. 

Tl iicratiou of tho niilroads in Koo- 

ti iiay District construeleil (luring the 
[iiist tliroe years has given tho iniiiing 
industries a great im|iclus. but tile ,-nm- 
plclion of the lines ■■(iiitciiiiil.-itcd v.ill 
greatly aid further dcvidopmonts. 

The extension of the Esquimalt & Na- 
naimo Kiiilroad on Vancouver Island 
has been deferred. 

Tho projected British Pacific Railroad 
is a matter of much importance to ihe 
Province, and it is hoped that a proposi- 
tion will be made to the Provincial Gov- 
ernnioiit with the view of securing its 
I'arly commeiiceniiMit. The oiioning up 
iif tile country lying between tho coas;- 
and the eastern boimilary of the Pro •- 
ini-e necessitates the biiiMiiig of this 
line, whiidi would devidop ihe ceilt:':il 
anil norlliern sections, where the ,igri 
cnlmral and [lasloral resources tire nf 
immense extent. 

Other proposed railways te or'cn 'd* 
various portions of the Province, fur 
which charters have boon <ditaii:ed. have 
not boon coniim in'cd, owing to the ab- 
sence of required capital. 

In view of the sparse population of 
the Province, and the large extent of 
its area, a liberal railway polii'v on the 
pari of both Provincial and Dominion 
( ioverilliieii ts is re(piired (ii develop the 
•s of the coiiiilry, es|i.'c- 
iit giiverii menl a 1 aiil it is 
induce capitalists lo I'li 
■cqnired ii ndertii kings, in- 
xteiisive outlay, 
oceiit session of tin 
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incial Legislature an act was passed 
which permits the constructon of Irani- 
ways to mines, within certain limits, 
without applying for special legislation, 
runuc wouKs. 

The Parliament buildings, nioutioned 
in the Board's previous report, h.-Mc 
progressed, and a giuieral idea of (bo 
outlines of tho main structure can now 
bo obtiiiiied. 'J'he color of the sloii" 
used tidds to Ihe attractiveness of »lio 
design. The buililings will cost not l-'s,, 
than .fOOO.OOO before thev are com- 
pleted. 

Tho granite foundation of the post- 
oflice is finishe<l, and the ujiper portions 
of the building are being erected. A

\^'o are firmly o6nvinoed that when the 
subject of the protection of denominational 

minorities by the Constitution is oalmly and 
dispassionately coDsidored by intelligent 
men they will oomo to tho oonoluaion that 
the provision which saves minorities in 
some of the provinces from being iojuriouBly 
affected by the legislation of the majoritiea 
)b an ezoellent feature tf the Constitution, 
and that it haa worked well. 



TBa PROTEGTION OF MINORITIES. 

Tho men who drew up the Constitution 
of the Dominion conaidered it esaontial to 
the peace and welfare of the commonwealth 
aboat to be established to protect denomi- 
national minorities. These men, it must 
be remembered, did not belonc; to one party 
or one province. They were from all parts 
of British North America and they repre- 
sented tho races whioh inhabited the 
oountry and the creeds believed in by the 
people. Ihe delegates, too, were the 
leading men of allthe colonies. Each of 
them was possessed of a thorough knowledge 
of the people of hid Prorlnoe, their 
conviotions, their opiniona and their preju- 
dices, and he had experience in adminis- 
tering publio affairs. These men, knowing 
the people as they did, thongh differing 
widely CD many matters, came to the con- 
elusion that the denominational minorities in 
tho different provinces needed protection 
They, therefore, made provision in tho Con- 
stitution which they were framing for tho 
proteotion of those minorities. They 
did not leave the few In the mat. 
ter of religious education at the 
mercy of the many. There were certain 
rights and privileges which, if the minority 
poBSessed at tho time of Union, could 
not be taken away from them by tho major 
ity. And it was also provided that if the 
majority attempted to take from the minor> 
ity educational advantages aooorded to them 
after they entered the confederation the 
minority should have the right to appeal to 
the Government 6f the Dominion. Were 
the fathers of con federation right in pro 
viding proteotion for these minorities '.' 
Was it best for the welfare of 
the new nation that the power 
of the provinoial majority should be 
restricted In this way 1 It must be remem 
bered that each of tho Provlncen agreed to 
these restrictions and liiiiitiitions of ihe pow 
era of tho ninjotity in tho matter of educa- 
tion when it entered tho Dominion. We do 
not read that any of them made the slight 
est objection. 

Ihe Dominion has now been living un 
der this ''federal oompset" twenty-eight 
years. Has it worked bitdly in the mutter 
of educo"' ".a ? When Ontario and Qiiebao 
entered tlio Union tho Koivun Cutli 
olio minority in Ontario and thi 
Protestant minority in Quebeo were 
protected by the Constitution. Kaoh has 
its denominational tobools secured to ll< 
Have not the minority in each of these pro 
vinoea had reauou to blesa tho fathers of 
Confederation for their cure and thuir fore 
sight ? If the legielaturoa ( f thoao provincts 
had tho power to cliange their school eystem 
aa often as it suited thoiwhima of theorists 
and the interests of politicians, who is to 
say what misunderstandings would have 
arisen or what tyrannlos would have 
been attempted 2 It is as certain 
anything human o»n bo that the O.'lul 
aootion of tho Hritish North America Act 
has averted many bitter quarrels, and haa 
made the government of the two great Pro 
vinces of the Dominion comparativelv easy 
The oppllcation of the section has given rise 
to some disputes, but they havo boon liitl.er 
to ijiiiotly i.nd couatiiutioually aetllod. Tho 
doniJiiiiualioual aohoola which havo boon por 
manently eelabliBhod in Ontario and (^uo 
beo by tho Constitution, have on tho whole 
worked well. The great bulk of tho in 
habitants of both provinces are evi 
duntly woll eatiaQed with thoii 
eduoational system. That of Ontario haa 
been holdup to tho admiration of the world, 
and the minority in Queboo do not complain 
that they are treated with injustice. Fault 
has been found with the separate school ays 
tern as fault would no doubt havo been 
found with any other syatom. Whatever 
complaint there has been has come not from 
the protooted minority but from persons 
^who belong to the restricted majority. 
Xhii ii aigoifioant, m it ahowa that tho pro- 



BOW CANADA IS AFFEOTBD. 

It might be supposed that since the Im- 
perial colonial policy has been 'placed on a 
proper footing it would not matter a great 
deal to any colony what pirty is In power 
in Groat Kritain. It is reaBonablo to con- 
clude that the incoming Government would 
take up colonial questions where its prede* 
cessor had left thsm and carry them out to 
their into'ided consummation precisely as if 
no change had boon made. liut the Cana- 
dian Gazette is apparently not of this opin- 
ion. It believes that the ohange of Govern- 
ment will be in some respeots prejudicial to 
the interests of Canada. This is what it 
siys : 

The overthrow of tho Kosebery Govern- 
ment oomes at a rather inopportune momoni 
for Canada. It probably means further do- 
lay in mooting Colonial wiahos In regard to 
tho Atlantic and I'aoitic atoamahip and cable 
projocta, though we may hope that a change 
of adminiatratioD, ahould that be the out- 
oomo of tho orieie, will not weaken tho do- 
aire of tho Home Govornmont to bear ita 
fair aharo of tho burden of tho now liiiporiiil 
movoment. The matter ia atill under tho 
oonaidoration of the Intor-Dopartmontal 
Committee. The copyright (jucation also 
proeaea for aettlemont, and it ia unfortunate 
that thia political disturbance ahould have 
arisen at the moment when the Canadian 
Deputy Minister of Juatioe is about to re- 
open tho whole (juestion with the Colonial 
Oflice with a view to a final adjustment. 
The Seal Fisheries Bill has, it will be seen, 
been hurried through both Houses after tho 
acantient diaousaion. Mr. Gibson Bowlea, 
Mr. Hanbury and Sir Richard Webster have 
done their best to secure full consideration 
for Canada's wishes, and it ia to be hoped 
that the amendments made in the agree- 
ment of 189.S will meet the main points of 
Canada's objeotiona.

tPo judge by the way In whloh Ifaeagita- 
tation on the Manitoba aobool question in 
Parliament and in the country is treated by 
somo ( f our ooutemporaries, one ia forced 
to tho concluaion that they regard It as a 
kind of sport in which the country haa 
littlo or no interest. They seem to think 
that the iasue is only important aa lb affects 
the politicians on both sides, whom they 
regard as the players in the game, Tho 
sole object of thoao players is, according to 
them, to win and to enjoy the prize 
of victory. Tho idea that it la tho 
duty of both sots of players to benefit the 
oountry whoso servants they are and whose 
welfare they have been elected to promote, 
never seems to have entered their minda. 
Any tactics which may baulk and con- 
fuse tkelr rivals are considered lawful, 
and tho suggestion that ono party or one 
team should usaiat the other in promoting 
peace and settling a diflSoulty dangerous to 
tho progress of the oountry, is laughed to 
scorn. It is no wonder that journals who 
have this low and unpatriotio idea of the 
duties of the ropresentativca of tho people 
are ready to roaort to any trick, no matter 
how moan or how dishoaest it may be, 
which they believe will help their side in 
tho game.

OUR FEDERAL COMPACT. 

It is a pity that Mr. Donaldson and the 
other gontlemon who drew up tho reaolution 
that was aubmitted to the meeting assem- 
bled on the Caledonia grounds on Friday, 
had not read the constittttion of the Domin- 
ion, " our federal oompaot," aa they term it, 
before they began their work. If they had 
done so we are sure they are too honest 
and too intelligent to have submitted tho 
following paragraph for the approval of the 
meeting : 

" Resolved, that in view of the recognized 
rights of the provinces to control their own 
local affairs under our federal oompaot, 
we view with alarm the shameful intention 
of the Dominion Govemnaent to force the lo- 
cal government of the Provlnoe of Manitoba 
to restore the system of schools which has 
boon found wholly inefBoient." 

Now, anyone who reada the British North 
America Act at all carefully must see that in 
the matter of Education the right of the 
provincea of the Dominion to control their 
own local affairs Is tiot "recognized." On 
the contrary, it is restricted in the clearest 
poaaiblo manner. And the act we have 
named is "onr federal oompaot." We have 
no other. 

Thia ia not a mere matter of opinion. It 
ia a matter of fact, confirmed by the deci- 
sions of the highest legal tribunals in tho 
land. No intelligent man should allow h^- 
eelf to remain in ignorance for a single day 
of the exact powora of the provinces with 
respect to education. They are defined in 
the O.'ird aootion ot that act, and it can be 
read in live minutes. Here is how it oom- 
mences : 

In and for each Province the Legislature 
may exclusively make laws in relation to 

education nubject and according to the foU 

loirinij prooixions. 

Then follotv aub-seotions 1, 2, 3, 4, which 
limit and restriot the jurisdiotion of the 

Provincial legialalurea. In order that all 
our readers may eoo for tliomaolvoa what tho 
liniitationa and restriotione are, we repro 
ducL) tho whole of section 93 of " the fed- 
oral compact " alluded to in the reaolution : 

'.y.i. In and for oaoh I'roviooo the legiala- 
luro may oxuluaively maku lawa in relation 
to oduoaliou, auiijeut and according to tho 
follo\i':ng proviaioiiB ; — 

1. NoihuiK in any uuch law ahull preju- 
dicially aSiol any right or privilege with 
respect to denominational schools which any 
clauu of persons have by law in the Province 
at thi- Union : 

'2. All tho powora, pri--'ilegea and duties 
at ill. U.iion by law conferred and impoaed 
in Upper Canada on the xeparate aohools 
and bchoiil truaieoa of the Queen's Roman 
Catholic aubjucta shall bo and the same are 
hert by ixleuded to the dissentient sohoola 
of the Queen's Protestant and Roman 
Catholic subjects in Quebeo : 

3. Where in any Province a system of 
separate or dissentient schools exists by law 
at the Union or Is thereafter established by 
the It-gialature of the Province, an appeal 
ahall lie to the Governor- General in Cxunoil 
from any aot or deoision of any provinoial 
imthority ufLoting any right or privilege of 
th(^ Prnteatant or Romuu Catholic minority 
of the (>>aooii'ii aubjoate in relation to educa. 
tion ; 

4. In caao any such provinoial law as from 
tinin to time nooma to tho (invornor Oenoral 
io Counoil riquisito for the due eieou i of 
ihfi proviaiouo of this soclion ia nut mauv, or 
in c tee any .iucieion of tho Governor-Gonoral 
In Ci/unoil ou any appeal under thia aectioii 
ia not duly txi cuted by the proper pro- 
vincial authority io that behalf, then and in 
every such caao, and as far only aa the cir- 
cuma'ancea of each case require, tho Parlia- 
ment of Ctnada may make remedial lawa 
for tho due execution of the provisions of 
this aeotiun and of any deoieion of the 
Governor-General in Council under this see- 
tion. 

It Is of the utmost importanaa that men

Description of the Plant and Premises 
-Details of Its Metbod 
of Operations. 



AB Eatabliahment Wliose Promoteri 
Have Made It as Efficient and 
Perfect as Possible. 



There is scarcely a city of any importance 
nowadays which has nob it, cold storage 
warehouBO where all varietiea of perishable 
products can be kept, even during tho 
hotteot summer weather, wilhoul any dan- 
ger of loss. Victoria la quite op to date In 
Ilia reapeob, and has a well equipped plant 
used for cold atorage purposes. The British 
Columbia Cold Storage and Ice Company 
have on Store street a oomniodioua building 
devoted entirely to tho etorago buainoan, 
while a considerable portion of the adjoining 
buiidiog Is devoted to the manufacture of 
ice and the pure water known as " Hydrox." 
Passing into the building from the atreot 
one finds himself in a corridor on one side of 
which is the business ofSce and on tho 
other the private cilice of the manager, Mr. 
Henry Croft. A short flight of stairs 
leads to the upper story, which is 
devoted to the warehousing of gooda that do 
not require to be kept oold, and a number 
of rooms have been arranged here for the 
holding of bonded goods, and will of course 
be under the usual control of the custom 
house ofBoials. The other portions have 
been carefully laid out to moot the require- 
ments of a modern warehouao. 

Pasaing to the ground Boor again one is 
confronted by a marine door that is at onoo 
auggoativo of a largo refrigrator. On enter- 
ing it feela aa though one had paased ab once 
from summer into winter. Hero is a long 
corridor stretching away into dimneas, 
while hero and there twinkle the bright 
electric lights, for there is no such thing as 
windows to be thought of in a place of this 
kind, and all lights must be of an artificial 
kind. On either side are numberleaa 
doors opening into tho atorago rooms, 
which are about fifteen feet square. This 
set of rooms is devoted to the claea of pro- 
duota that do nob require extreme cold, such 
aa butter, etc. The walls and doors are 
made of four thicknesses of flooring, four of 
paper, two air spaces and one thiokness of 
mineral wool, while around the walls of each 
room are numberless coils of pipe containing 
the freezing fluid. On the wall outside near 
each door is a thermometer which regulates 
the temperature in the room and enables the 
warehouseman to see at a glance, without 
opening the door, thae everything is ail 
right. There is also a me(Durandum showing 
the contents of the room and giving other 
necessary Information. Leaving this place 
and passing down a flight o{ Steps another 
large door Is reached, the exact counterpart 
of the one abore, but on pasaing through a 
hango ia apparent, for the temperature ia 
nuoh lower and one's breath haa the peculiar 
white appearance ao common on a very oold 
winter day. This ia duo to tho face that 
thia floor la used for the atorago of meats, 
which require u very low degree of tempera- 
ture. 

A peep into tho interior of one of the 
compartmouta would diacloso a largo number 
of sides of beef or oarcaaeos of mutton in 
process, of being chilled. A number of the 
Victoria butoners at present place their 
meat here for a week or so thus greatly 
improving its quality and rendering it far 
finer for table uao. In another room tho 
temperature ia very low and all tho meat is 
frozen stiff, and can then bo kept indefinite- 
ly. Frozen poultry and the little brown 
Australian rabbits that have never beon 
thawed out since they wore pub in the great 
oold storage warehouse ab Sidney, are 
also among the meats stored hero. Several 
doon bear the look of the custom house 
and contain bonded goods eubjece to the 
order of the oolleotor of customs. These 
rooms oanuot be opened, henoe the ventila- 
tion has to be eSeoted by a novel arrange- 
ment. There is a small hole leading into 
each room and into this a pipe Is 
Inserted, and by moans of steam the air Is 
changed In a twinkling. Going from here 
toto tho other building tho first phco to be 
visited Is the engine room. Tho engines are 
from tho Remington company, Delaware, 
and are fed by two lOO-horso power boilers 
made by tho Albion Iron Works. These 
boilers are fitted with tho celebrated 
McLade grates, which make the uee uf fuel 
moat economical. 

Tho ammonia and brine ayatom is tho one 
uaed, and all the machinery employed ia of 
the very lateat pattern, making tho plant 
as complete as any on the ooanc. Perfection 
of system was tho qbjecb aimed at, and the 
roaults as proved by actual experience have 
boon most satisfactory. The manufacture 
of Ice, in which the company ia doing a 
oonsldorable buainess, is carried on on a 
large scale. The Esquimau water is dis- 
tilled and then re. distilled and rendered 
absolutely pure by a new and improved 
plan and then conveyed to tho freezing 
room, where it is frozen into solid cakes 
oontalning 150 pounds each. It is then 
transferred to the ice-room, from whioh it is 
served to the customers. The manu- 
facture of "Hydrox" or pure water 
Is also an important branch of 
operations, the water finding many 
purchasers who prefer to have their 
drinking water and their aquariums separ- 
ate. Tho importance of cold atorage to 
baaineso men oan soaroely bo over-estimated, 
while its advantages to the farmer arc vtiy 
great. Until tooontly it was not posaible to 
keep In good condition for any lengthened 
period dairy products, eggs and mauy small 
fruits— they would spoil if not used within 
a few days after [they wore plaoad on the 
marked — bub with tho introduction of oold 
storage this dllficulty ia easily got over and 
the farmer can, If ho ohooses, warehouse his 
products when tho supply is plentiful and 
hold them until prices rise, all at a vory 
small cost to himsolf. The perfecting of a 
groat plant like that of tho B. C. Cold Stor- 
age and Ice Co, rtquiroa a large outlay of 
capital, and surely aeserves the active and 
hearty support of all.

THE GLORIOUS "TWELFTH." 

To TUB Editor:— It was a tonohing 
fpectaolo — tho arches and banners deoor- 
i-tod with portraits of Queen Viotoria and 
William III, mottoes of " Remember the 
doode of your forefathers," " One Queen, 
One Country," and similar emblems ot Eng- 
liah patriotism. But it was still more touch- 
ing and intorostiuK to see tho 2.000 Amor- 
ionna — membora of tho American Protective 
Asaooiation — who the day before, when on 
tho 01 her side, had been shouting themaulvca 
hoarao for tho " Monroe Doctrine," " Amer- 
ica for Americans, " " Down with Queen 
Viotoria and British interference,"— and 
similar tail twiating expreBsioua, entirely 
converted and realorod to lovo^ and 
devotion towards tho Britiah Crown 
Whilst shouting "To hell with the Pope ' 
and telling what they and " thoir an- 
ceatora " and oil other onomioa of Catholicity 
had been doing for hundroda of years to 
overthrow tho authority of the Catholic 
church, what a come down was there when 
one of their prinoipal orators had to 
say, " To-day tho Influence of the Roman 
Catholio ohuroh la greater than ever it was 
before," And wlien another tella tho 
audience amidst deafencniq; cheers from the 
remaining 1,999 tail twisters (that wore) 
that the Catholics did not lllce him, 
bub he was nob afraid of thctn, 
though he had warnlogs and ooflSu piatea, 
and tbreateningsof the devil knows whatall, 
but the day tfaey killed him the plains of 
Washington Would glisten to the bones of 
more prieata than ever they Imagined," 
the audience, not of the 2,000, no doabb nn- 
doratood why it was that (he 3,000 foreigners 
had to be imported in order bo applaud such 
trash. No wonder indood, if Protestant 
bodies in the United States aro reprosentod 
by such men as tho apostate prieat and 
other orators of yesterday, (hat vfo 
learn, as stated by one of them, 
that to day Cardinal Gibbons has 
more itfluenco with Grovor Cleveland 
than all the Protestants of America." 
And so he should have with any 
1 of respectability, or decency, be 
ho preaidenb or peasant, especially when an- 
other "clergyman" tolls us " that Ireland 
never oan have peace until she spew cub of 
her mouth that system of popery that had 
been founded oenburloa ago." »Vhat 
wonder that, defamed by such ropreaon- 
batives of Protestantism, the church 
of Rome is stronger than ever before and 
oontlnuoa growing. Rome works effectually 
and makes no noiaa about It. Orangaism 
and ultra Protestantism makes much noise 
bub acoomplishea nobbing, except to bring 
itself Into ridionle. 

Then, " the priost ridden government ab 
Ottawa " ia condemned beoanse " they, are 
trying to force separate schools on Mani 
toba," and we are told that " when Canada 
passed to Great Britain special rights were 
guaranteed to the French, and. as a roBult, 
thia Bohool question wos foioad upon 
ua." T'cifoctly true, and so It was 
when Manitoba beoime a province. Tho 
Catholics being in the majority, separate 
hoola were guaranteed, not only to the 
Catholio majority bub to tho Proteatant min- 
ority as well, tho same aa formerly In Quo- 
boo. In Quebec the majority haa remained 
Catholio, but has faithfully adhered to the 
constitution by which separate Eohoola were 
guaranteed to the Proteatant minority, and 
to day the rights of the Protestants to their 
separate aobools are held as Inviolate as the 
day the treaty was made. Nob so with 
Manitoba, however. There the majority 
haa become Protestant, and Instead of keep- 
ing faith with the minority as as has beon 
done in Quebec they ride roughshod over 
those rlshts. The highest oourt of tho 
realm — the Privy Council of England— de- 
cided that those rights must be reatored, and 
In pursuance of that decision the " prlesb- 
rldden government of Canada," whose duty 
lb is by the oonstitutlon to see 
that the minority reoeivea jastioe, 
orders the restoration of those rights. 
Yet tbeae procoasionlata of yesterday, en- 
forced by thoir 2,000 confreres from tho 
other aide — shouting for Queen Viotoria and 
the Constitution— propose to deliberately 
trample the Conatitution under foot. They 
tell us, as a reason for thus violating the 
Cjnstitutlon, that the Manitoba Govorn- 
ment had acted as they did to guard ogaintt 
tho lUiteraoy that was threatening Manltc lu 
previous to 1890. Kvon if thia were ao it 
would afford no juatifioation for their act. 
Constitutional righta must be maintained. 

But those who aro acquainted with thio 
subject know full well that the Catholio 
system of education in Manitoba and in 
Quebec, and Ontario as well, is as effiolont 
>s that of the common schools. Tho 
ohargia of ineflioienoy haa been an- 
swered over and over again. Let mo 
qnote an anawer : "The nllegationa of in- 
cffioionoy are of three kinda : (1) Tbcae 
which are perfectly truo but also utterly 
irrelevant, and would bo jasb as useful to 
prove the IctfEciency of tho sun when It did 
nob penetrate a dungeon ; (2) those which 
are spooiflc bub untrue ; and (3) those which 
are so general that they are rather vilifica- 
tion than allegations. Amongst ttioae which 
are truo but irr»lovanb the principal one ia 
that many of tho French half -breeds are 
illiterate. In tho United States, where there 
are uo separate sohools, the illiteracy 
amongst olvilized Indians, Chineae, negroea, 
»to., is so great that a separate column Is 
made for them in the educational census. 
Is this an argument for ostabliahiDg separate 
schools in the States! Does lb prove the 
incfGolenoy of their system of education ? 
If not, why does the partial illiteracy 
of half-breeds, who during tho 
proBonb gannration wore roming bands of 
hunters, and whoso mother bongiie is Crce, 
prove anything against tho C-ktholic aohoola 
In Manitoba '! Lot the Catholics be admired 
for the noble work they have done aa mis 
alonarloa, instructors, and oivilizirs among 
the nomads of the prairies, and not tradnc' d 
because every noma'd'ia nob yet a scholar." 

I have not apaoe, neither would lb bo 
much to the purpose if I were to deal with 
charges (2) and (3). Aa stated, they are 
like moat of the other thlnga which were 
aald by the apeakera yeaterday, either un- 
true, or ao general that they are rather vili- 
fication than allegationa. 

Upon tho subject of ■ ignorance and educa- 
tion, lob roe quote a few facta. Anterior to 
the advent of Protestantism, Roman 
Gathollb nations, alwaya with the 
approTRl imd enoonr»gemen6 of the'Popaai 
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had founded 72 univorsltlos in Europe, 
including the renowned seats of Cambridge 
in a.D, G30, and O-xford in A D. 802. 
Since the Reformation, Catholio nations of 
Europe remaining true to their faith have 
founded 46 more univorsitlea, making tho 
total of Catholio universities 118. What 
universities have been founded by Pro- 
testants In Kuropo? Hero they are — Ger- 
many 12, Switzerland 4, Holland 4, Eng 
land .3, Sweden 3, Scotland 2, Ireland 1, 
Norway 1, Finland 1: tolal ,'51. So much 
for Iho contrast between " Protestantism " 
and " benighted Romani;m." In Catholic 
days students by thousands fiocl^od to Ox- 
ford ond Cambridge from all parts of 
Europe, bub the number of students now 
attracted to their halls from other European 
nations Is comparatively small. As to their 
former numbera — in Oxford alone there were 
in the year 12U9 .3 000 students ; in 1231, 
;!0,000 ; in 1263, 15,000. 

I make nothing more than passing re f er- 
enoe to the other hundreds of balls c 
learninx, many of..bhem hardly inferior to 
the nnlversitiea, ' and every one of which 
was a centre of popular sehooilng and of 
charity for the people in its neighl)orbood. 
In England all of tbsae iDatlbutioos, the 
protectors and patrons of learning (I 
allude to the monasteries) were suppressed 
to become the homes of the powerful and 
over-rich aristocracy whioh lbs reformation 
oreatod. It was not until the year 1826, or 
nearly three hundred years after the Refor- 
mation, that l'',agland felt the need of, or 
was inspired to create, more universities 
than the Catholics had left to it ready 
made. If anyone wifcliea to verify my 
figures lob him consult Haydn's Dictionary 
of Dates and the Encyclopedia of Chronol- 
ogy, by Woodward «.t Catea. 

Take " Mulhall'a Dictionary of Slatia- 
ticH," and wo God the averugo attendance of 
school children por 1,000 of populalicin in 
Protestant countries to bo : Australia, 140 ; 
Norway and Sweden, 140 ; Uoited Statea, 
130; Groat Britain, 123 In Catholic 
countries tho figures aro: France, 170; 
Belgium, 135 ; Austria, 1.30 ; Spain, KjU ; 
Italy, 90. In mixed cnuntriea : S^vitzerland, 
210 ; Notherlanda, 145 ; Germany, 140 ; 
Canada, 100 By tho report of tho United 
States Commiasioner of Education of chil- 
dren enrolled in sohcols, per 1.000 popula- 
tion, we find the Catholio oouatries of Ba- 
varia and Baden ab the head of the list, and 
other Protestant and Catholio countries 
ranking about equally. lb would be interj 
esiing and instructive to quote other static 
tibal faota did time and space permit. 

I should like to say something about Mr 
Daltou McCarthy's romarkabie letter which 
Mr. Donaldson read ab yesterday's oelobra- 
lion, hut apace permits mo to refer to only 
one polDC. Mr. McCarthy apeaka of a Roman 
Catholio bishop named "Gravel" who haa 
recently " scandalized the whole country by 
aaaailing tho honor and integrity of ihi 
judicial committee of the Privy Ceuiiell 
and more ropretieneiblo atill, uolualiy enter- 
ed into a CDuspirnoy to lampur with the ad- 
miniatratlon of jumice." 

Mr. McCarthy (juotea no dooumnnta in 
proof of thuBO Bweeping aeaertiona — which, 
as remarked with reforonco lo aomo of thf 
chargea of iutllioieucy of tho aoparate 
schools of Manitoba, are ao general that 
they are rather vilitio.il ion, than »llig-i 
tion. I think it very unlikely tbjt l!iHh.)p 
Gravel would at sail tho honor and intigriiy 
of tho Privy Council, when that, 
was the tribunal which declared 
and accorded Catholio rights in Manitoba. 
With all due respect for Mr. McCarthy 'h 
veracity, fair-minded men require something 
bacter than bis mere sweeping assertiona to 
condemn anybody. But even supposing 
that for onoe he is perfectly right in every 
thing he says aboob Bishop Gravel, bow is 
that a condemnation, aa he would make It, 
nf the whole Catholio hioruroby ! Would 
you condemn the whole Proteatant ministry 
aa venal, and wicked, simply beoauae hardly 
ever a week paaaoe, butyiu read somegroas 
scandal of a clergyman of one aeob or an 
other? Similarly there may be ono of the 
many ihoufiauriB of priests and bishopa who 
may have aoted wrorgly bub wh*b does thai 
prove against the rest? Howi vur ua I aaid 
before, I al.all look for proof that oven this 
ono haa acted in the way albilhuLed to hini. 

Mr. McCarthy is perfectly right in one 
thing, and that ia when ho lolla ua " that 
the methods and praoticea of tho Church of 
Romo are the aame ab the oioeo of ih'i lO.h 
century as they wore in tho d lya ( f Luther 
and Calvin." Add to thia tho fact, as sb-itod 
by another of yesterday's Bpeakera, " bhat 
to-day the influence of tho Roman Calliolic 
Church is greater than over ib waa hjfore," 
and cub of the mouths of these revilors 
of the {church you have a startling evidence 
of stability and progrJ-js mob as ia pre- 
sented by no oonoem of human polity in the 
history of the world. In this Manitoba 
oaie.the ohuroh la being assailed, simply be 
causa It objeota to godlesa schools, whioh 
sbatistioa abow have caused crime to in- 
oreaae band in hand with education. The 
sabjscb Is worthy of grave oonalderatlon.

Till- refusal of the Congress and Seiial 
of the l.'iiiled Stales to coiilirni the agrc 
menl between the (.iovcriimeiits of tli 
United Slates and (ireal Britain for the 
payment of .'^425, 01)11 as eompensalioii for 
the Behriiig Sea sei/.ures, which sum U 
less liy nearly ip'ZOO.WO than the amount 
claimed, has indefinitely delayed the final 
settlement of these claims, greatly to 
the loss of the claimants. 

No (lelinile information has been ob- 
tained ri gardiiig the claims for losses 0C» 
rasiiuieil hy exelnsioii from sealing iu 
Hehriii^' Sea during the seaHOUB of 1801, 
ISilJ and 1,S!);;.

The provisional agreement with Rus- 
sia provides a protecti-a Rone of thirt.v 
miles around tlie Komandorsky Islands 
in the North Pacific Ocean and Tii 
lenow Island (or Robben Reef) in tho 
Okhotsk Sea, as well ns a protective 
7oiie of ten miles along the shores of the 
Kiissi;,ii niaiiilanii, therefore nil sealing 
vessels found during the present season 
within tiic aboto mentioned limita will 



lie liable to seizure by Her Majesty's 
sliip-i or those of the Imperial Ilussiaa 
government. 

During the closing days of the Uoso- 
bory ministry, only a week since. Ht-f 
Majesty's Imperial Parliament passed an ' 
let for the regulation of sealing in Hehr- 
ing Sea; the terms, however, arc not suf- 
ficiently known hero to forecast the effect 
upon our sealing industry.

'The Cheinical Works established in the 
same city iiL. lSU:! are fully employed 'U 
tilling orders received in the rroviiice 
and from the I'liiled States. The pro- 
moters of this industry are to he congra'- 
ulaled upon their success, they having 
commenced their operations at a time 
when some persons who profi'ssed 1 1 
know predicted failure. 

The Cold Storage plants at Vani onver 
an l \'ictoria are availed of, and the fn- 
ture of these industries, new to the prov 
ince. is hopeful. The establi.sliment of 
iralil.ut lishinv' is to .some extent at- 
tributable to Ihe Cold Slora>.'e jilant for 
I he supply of ice used in transporting' 
the l.sh to the AtlaiHic eoasl. 

The prospects of the other indiislrial 
estalilishmi'iits operating in the province, 
which snlTered more or loss from the de 
]iression of the last few years, are ini 
proved; the prices of lumber, salmon, 
and seal skins have recently advanced, 
and it is expected that a similar rise i-j 
the value of other products will follow. 
AljUn'ULTl'lUl 
Uoiiorts from the agricultural distrii-ts 
tlirougbout the province are emoura^' 
ing. in the (>kaiiagaii and Siialhiin- 
<dieea dislrii;ls an almiidant harvest is 
ex|)eeted, and iirospects in the sections 
west id' the Cascades, on the .Miiinlaiui. 
Vancouver Island and the smaller udja 
lent islands are equally promising. It 
is probable that tho crops of oats, hay 
a id potatoes will Uiis season meet the 
Provincial requirements. The area un 
der cultivation in 18!>5 exceeds that of 
previous years. 

During' Ihe fiscal year ending June 30,

lily uiis received from Ihe Xorlliwesi; i' 
is exiieeied that this ycar's harvest will

iiuanlities are being proilmed. prcservi^il 
and canned; they liml a ready sale. 

The area under hops has largely in- 
creased. The "Kentish" bo|)s grown in 
Hritish Columbia are favorably known in 
the London market. Samples sent to 
Sydney, .N. S. W., were iiroiiounced t 
be eipial in value to good Knglish hops 
and worlli .'t to -I cents per ponnd iiior 
\\\:\u iiojis grown in Cnlifornia. 

.More alti'lltion has been given to dairy 
farming, but with the view of fiirtlie 
stimulating this iiiduslry. the Hoard ha; 
urgnil the Dominion (iovernmoiit to ex 
tend to British Colunihia aii! similar ti 
that granted to other iirevincos in tlu 
estalilishnieiit of co-opertiti ve d liries. 
which have proved a suoia'ss and of 
great benefit to the agriculturist wher 
ever inaugurated. The Board has also 
urged that the Provincial Governniont 
should bonus, by a specific amount per 
poind, for a limited number of yetiri. 
t^.i output of such co-operative dairies. 
At the recent session of the Provincial 
r.egislature an art was passed for lb< 
ii, corpora lion of Cheese and Butter As 
sociatioiis, under which five or more per- 
sons lua.v assoiiale themselves together 
for the imrpnse of iii.iiiiifactiiriiig thes< 
arti.des.

The folliiwing Idler on imniigi-ation 
luntlers from .Minister Baker was read: 
I'roviucial Secretary's Ollice, 
Victoria, B.C., July 2ud, 1805. 

For the information of the British 
Columbia Board of Trade on the sub- 
ject of Iiimiigration I may mention that 
although the Coveruinent discourages, 
as far as possible, the entry into ^he 
I'rovinee of paui;or immigrants, it gives 
every facility for the establishment of 
CJoloiiios of settlers possessed of sutfici- 
elit means lo develoii their small fanns. 

'I'here an; numerous localities in the 
I'rovinee admirably adapted for the set- 
lleiie^nl of Colonies with profit to the 
settlers, while individuals spar.sely scat- 
tered over the same localities could not 
make a living on account of having no 
easy access to a market. 

When the Colonies are established 
alone the sea coast it is worth while for 
a steamship to call periodically to picrk 
up the produce and carry it to either 
Victoria, Vancouver, New Westminster 
or Nanaimo where it finds a ready 
market. 

The very fact of immigrants being set- 
lied iu Colonies gives increased value to 
their lands and thoy obtain the advim- 
tages of schools, churches, roads, etc., 
which they otherwise would not have, 
probably for many years. 

The extent of the market for farm 
liroduce may be imagined when it is 
stated that the people of British Colum- 
bia import three-fourths of the food tney 
consume. 

Colonies hare already been established 
with great success at Bella Coohi ou the 
.Mainland coast and at Quatsino Sound 
on the north of Vancouver Island. 

The plan adopted is for the intending 
Celouist> to tirst communicite with ine 
hv letter as Minister of Imraigratiott in 
order lo lind out what locality is open 
lor seitlemeiit. then to select one or 
more of their number, in whom they 

hav ilidem^e, to go and look at the 

^'roiind and lo give him or them written 
iiuthorily duly attest-d that he or they, 
lis they case' may be, tire authorized to 
net on" behalf of the Colonists in dealing 
with the Coverumeiit. The dolegates 
have to produce to the Minister of Im- 
migration a written acceptance from at 
least thirty Colonists that they are 
ready to accept the terms of the Gov- 
ernment as contained In tho accom- 
panying agreement. ' 

On this being done the Oorernmertt 
semis a surveyor with the delegates 10 
\i\y out the lauds. When that is finished 
the settlers (■oiiie in and the Government 
employs them at wages to build a road 
through their sidtlement. 

It will be seen tliat the Government 
makes a free grant nf the land on con- 
dition of its developinent and that it also 
makes roads and provides schools, but it 
gives no grant of money, either for trav- 
elling expenses or any other purpose not 
mentioned in the agreement. In fa;;t 
the settlers are expected to have means 
of their own and will not be nursed in 
any way. Certain localities are nov^ 
being surveyed for settlement and will 
he ready for location nex't autumn or 
ill the sprin.u' of next .year. 

The (ailonies on the coast have the ad- 
vantage of the fisliim; industry as one nC 
their occuiiat ions. It may be stated i.lial; 
the lands are rich, bnt usually covere'l 
with timber, sometimes of heavy descrip- 
tion, wdiile in many idaccs the aldi ;• 
l.'Miil is easily cleared and is the richest 
description of soil. Water power for 
mills is ireiierally ■ available. The farm- 
ing consists of dairying and the growini; 
'if grain, roots and fruit, and in siiitablu 
localities, hops.

SCHOOL TRUSTEE BOARD. 



Trnstee Merchant Claims Tbat He 
Has Been Libelled In tbe 
" Colonist." 



Another Endeavor Will Be Made to 
Have a Night School 
Established. 

Iraatee Marohant feela aggrieved at the 
iMm in the Oaumst of Jaae 16 on the 
aaeeting of the trnBtees then lately held 
with oloeed doors, after the regular buslacBs, 
when IFrustoB Lewia' motioa for a radical 
cbanfje in the teachine; aiaff of Victoria 
Weflb school oiuaed diffarences of opinion 
among tho trnsbees. He therefore roae to a 
question of prirUefte at laat oighl'a sohool 
beard meeting and claimed that the article 
vaa a libel and a slander against 
himaelf, Truateea Lewis and Glover. 
It aoouaed them of tnalilDg uee 
ol their positions to place thoir friends and 
cbuma in choice positions on the teaobiog 
ataff. He held that the article and auc- 
coeding corroapondenoo gave a fair claim 
for damages in a libel Buit. Ho therefore 
moved : 

" That tlio articles and lollera appearini,' in 
the CoLo.viHT newspaper of .lunc 10, Jiinu 23 
and July 3 bo aubniitled to the Board's aolici- 
tors with a view if adviaable of inalituling a 
Butt for damages for hiander, and that tho 
Chairman, Trustees Glover and the mover bo 
a committee to confer with the said Hoard's 
solicitors and to report back to tho Board." 

TiiUHTKE Lkwi.s Bald bo bud acted in the 
boat interest of the echoola, and denied that 
he had a ohum to pub on tho teaching stalf 
All ho was here for was to give the ohildrt'O 
of the city the best possible education. He 
wanted the (Colonist to-morrow to put in 
an ample apology. 

TittisTKE LovKi.L did not think thestato 
mcntu in the paper were warranted, ihougii 
tho motion of Truatee Lewis had been 
Bprung on the board. He did not approve 
of a UwBuit, but would not [mind salting 
the Colonist to apologize. 

Mrs Grant thought there was nothing 
to justify the articles and would support the 
motion. 

Trustkk Sai,'NI)KIIS thought Mr. Mar 
chant a little too thin-Bkinnod about tho 
remarks made by the Colonist, Thoro 
was no qaeation about the abrupt way that 
tbe trustees in question bad introduced 
their revised list of teaobera at half past 
ten in the evening. He hoped they would 
think well before rnahing into a lawsuit. 

(Fbustee Marouant said if tbe paper had 
been willing to apologize he would not 
have pressed the matter. 

The Chairman thought it a mistake to 
launch into a lawsuit. Tho article in tbe 
CoLONi.ST was merely foir oritioism. lioth 
TruBtcos Marchunt and Lowia bad acknowl 
od that a compact had been 
made between thomeelves and Trua 
tec Glover to bring In an arrangement 
of tho teaching ataff. Tliey acknowledged 
the caucus. Tho balance of tho Colo.niht's 
artiole was fair criticism and tho pupor was 
juatified in making it. If tho trustees con 
sidored tliomsolvea injured, let them take 
out libel Buita tbomaelveH, but not uao the 
ratcpayorfl' money for tho purpose. 

Trustee Mrs Grant thought perhaps 
the grouud would bo covered by requesting 
tbe paper to correct their mlBstatement. 

The motion was carried, Trustees Mar- 
chant, Lewis and JIdra. Grant voting for it, 
and Truateea Loveil and Saunders against. 

'''UDHTEE Maroiiant moved that this 
board view with regret the action of the city 
counoil in rofuaing to endorse tho projoct of 
a night school at the outside coat of $160

A Board of Trustees ITinally Elected 
—A Very Llve!y 
HeetlDi?. 

The Election Caused by the Selection 
of a Lady to the 
Position. 

A apccial mooting of tbe voters of the 
0.kk Bay aohool district was held yealerday 
aftornoou for tho purpoBc of electing three 
tiruateca, the annual election of a fortnight 
ago having been voided by the return of a 
woman as one of tbe members of the board. 
The poll on that oooaaion resulted in the 
election of Mr. U. T. W. Piper, Mr. K. T. 
Williama and Mrs. Moody ; yesterday the 
choice fell upon Messrs. Frank Burrill, D. 
H. McNeill and A. U. Harman. The meet- 
ing yesterday was, however, so remarkable 
for diarruard of all rules, parliamentary and 
otherwiae, that before it was declared ad- 
journed by the chairman — no motion being 
otfored in that direction — the promise of a 
protest had been publicly made. It is there- 
fore quite within tho limits cf possibility 
that tho eecond oloction, like tbe first, may 
oouna fer nothing. 

Preceding the regular buslnoaa yesterday 
came a report from tbe retiring truateea — 
MeHsra. X> R. Harris, Frank Burrill and D. 
H. McNeill— in which they explained the 
noceaaity for tho special meeting and re- 
ferred in terms of high appreciation to the 
progress that bad attended the efforts of the 
teacher, Mias Joaephine Calhoun, during 
tbe term just closed. With the promised 
new aohool houae, tenders for which bad 
already been invited by tho Landa and 
AVorka department, it wus predicted that 
even more acceptable reanitt would bo ob- 
tained. 

This report was adopted after Mosara. 
Piper, Graham and Noble had severely oen- 
Burod the retiring trustees for nrgUoting tho 
duties of their otiioB by not baviug attended 
the closing ixoroiaea of tho school. Mr. 
Hamilton on tbe other hand took occaaion to 
pay a tribute of appreciation to Mr. Mc- 
Neill for bis energetic t ffcrta in aecnring tbe 
establishment of tbe tcbool. 

Mr. Piper was then votrd to the chair, 
and Mr. Graham to the cfiBoe of secretary, 
and immediately tbe disoider oommenced. 
Before vacating tbe obair in fivor of the 
elected chairman, Mr. Burrill remarked, 

" I think it weuld be well for us first to 
decide bow long the poll shall be kept open 
to-day." 

" No you don't," the chairman interpos- 
ed, " I'll attend to that. I know all about 
what you've been doing — writing letters to 
thla one and that one that the poll would 
close at 4 o'clock. 

Mr. Burrill explained that what he hud 
written in thia respect had been " uncon- 
soioualy written "—that ia be had thought 
the act limited tbe time for the doaing of 
the poll to 4 o'clock. 

"Well, it dooan't," replied the Chair- 
man; "we'll fix that to suit ourselves." 
Proceediogithe Chairman thanked the voters 
present for tbe honor done him. He blamed 
the retiring trustees for tbe regular election 
having been set aside. 

" Had they done their duty," he observed, 
" we would not have proceeded irregularly 
at) the election — an election at which three 
truateea were chosen than whom none bet- 
tor could be found." He apeaially regretted 
Mrs. Moody's inability to act as one of the 
trustees, but assured the ladies and gentle- 
men present that next session's legislation 
would remove all obstacles In this direction. 
He was proceeding to " abow up," aa he de- 
scribed it, the eleotton tactics of Messra, 
Burrill and McNeill, when called to order 
by Mr. Harman. 

" We're not here to-day to listen to 
private grievances," said that gentleman ; 
" we're here to elect school trustees. Let's 
got to huaineas." 

Thia advice prevailed, and tho nomina- 
tions of Moaare. Piper, Burrill, McNeill, 
Harman, Noble and Humilton were receive ), 
Then oq a voto it was decided that the 
election ahould bo by ballot and that tho 
poll ahould remain open until f) o'clock. 

In connection with this resolution Clause 
■t of tho School Manual, relating to meet 
ings, was quoted, this oliiuae reading thus : 

" Tho poll at every oloction of a truntjo 
ahall not bo kept open after 4 o'olock p. m." 

Messrs. Piper and Burrill informed the 
meeting that they had the authority of Hon. 
Col. Baker and of Ur. Pope in saying that 
ihoush thia waa tho school law it applied 
only to elections at regular meetings. Thia 
wuB a spooial election and tho voters present 
I could decide that the poll be kept open 
till 10 o'olock at night; if tboy so wiabed. 

Mr Noble also formally protested against 
Mr. Piper, being himaelf a candidate, acting 
as chairman and oonduotlng the election. 
No|notice was, however, taken of the protest.

positing them in a oonvenient box. A num- 
ber of votes had thus been received when 
attention was directed to tbe fact that no 
record was being kept of thoae who had 
voted. 

The Chairman ruled that all who had 
voted wore known to bo (|Utt!il"ied, and a 
record was kept of tho names of thoae com- 
ing after. 

Mesara. Hartman and Burrill having 
openly assorted that the Chairman waa 
carrying ballot papore around tho room and 
had given more than one to one person, Mr. 
Burrill challenged Mr. Noble's right to vole. 

The Chairman— " I don't care what you 
object to ; ycu'ro not running this meeting. 
His vote is all right." 

Mr. Burrill—" But I ohallenge it." 

Tho Chairman— " I say bis vote is all 
right, and that sett.les it." 

Ultimately Mr. Noble made tbe deolara- 
tion and his vote was received, Mr. Burrill 
observing ; 

"There's a $100 penalty provided for that 
and I'll see that yon pay it." 

The Chairman — " You shut up. I should 
think you'd have sense enough to try and 
behave like a gentleman."
